“The conclusions reached from an 
analysis of all the evidence was that 
the officers conducted themselves pro- 
perly”, said Monrovia (California - 
a suburb of Los Angeles) Police Chtef 
Ray Blits four days afcer the police 
murder of 13-yeaz old Mark: Allen. 

The Los Angeles Connty Coroner, 
Dr. Thomas Noguchf, saying that tests 
for alcohol in Mark Mlen's body were 
positive, corroborated the aileged po¬ 
lice investigation, He Lied that chis 
young Brothèr “dïed’ J of hanging. 

On Tuesday, November 16,1971, Mark 
Edward Allen was arrested by Mon¬ 
rovia Police for suspicion of shop- 
lifring, the arresting officers being 
Sprlnkle and Bunkem. The story goes, 
as admïtted by the owner of RoiVs 
Men’s Store, that Mark came to the 
store that aftemoon and took a coat 
out of the store without paying for iL 
It was a leather coat, It was a rela- 
tlvely good qualïty leather coat, priced 
at $90,00, He had come into the store 
wearing hls own pea-coat, The owner 
describes that he ran after Brother 
Mark. He caughc up with him, and they 
both recurned to the store. The owner 
put the coat on the counter. Mark 
grabbed the coat, and left again. The 
owner cal led after him to drop the 


coat. He dld r and ran into a nearby 
bakery. Shortly after that. Mark was 
captured, by police who had been cal led 
by the store owner. ït is for this 
reason that Brother Mark ended up at 
the police station around 5:00 that 
aftemoon, and was murdered in iess 
than an hour later. 

The owner of the shop where the 
aileged ahopllfting took place said that 
when Mark was taken into custody he 
was calm and in good physical condL 
tion. Yet, a Black police cadet, Keith 
Lowden, who works at the Monrovia 
Station, haa stated that Mark was 
brought to che police station "in a 
state of complete emodonal ex- 
citatiön", wlth no shirt on and scrat- 
ches running diagonaliy across his 
body. Mark Allen was booked at Mon¬ 
rovia Police Station at 5;II p.m, 
Shortly after 6:00 p.m É , he was dead. 

After Mark was booked, the arresting 
officers, Sprinkle and Bunkem, went 
into his ceïi and began to harass him. 
Ac ons point, durtng Brother Mark’s 
short and fatal stay at the ptg sta¬ 
tion, Keirh Lowden, che Black cadet, 
had to physically restrain Bunkern, 
who was choking Mark. Mark beggetl 
Lowden not to leave him alone wlth 
the other policemen saying, “They are

going to kïll me; please don’t leave 
me," Lowden left to answer thephone, 

He retumed in 20 minutes. Mark was 
dead, 

The Monrovia Police Department has 
“officially” given “suïcide by han- 
ging” as the cause of Mark’s death, 
Accordlng to police. Mark looped bis 
pants through the jail bars and put 
his head through the pant legs, In this 
way, he was supposed to have stran- j 
gled himself co dearh. Also, the po- - 
lice report Insists Chat they could 
not determlne whether or not Mark was 
dead when they removed him from the 
police station. Arcadia Methodist Hos¬ 
pita! announced him dead on arrivai. 

To cover up their obvious murderof 
young Brother Mark, the police im- 
mcdiately sent Mark’s body to Woods- 
Valentine Mortuary, in Pasadena. 
Meanwhile* his parents, Mr # & Mrs, 
Thurmon Dean (of 1010 S. ïvy Avenue, 
in Monrovia), wc re at the hospital 
trying to see him, When Mr. Dean 
persisted in seeing Mark, the plgs

The foUoiomg is a iaped interview 
icith Attomcy John Williams , con- 
ceming the recent, illegal arrest of 
nine people in Hew Haven, Connecticut, 
on charges ofpossessionoflargequan - 
tities of cocome, with the intent to 
sell. 




JOHN WILLIAMS:.„In late August of 
rhis year there was a group of about 
nine people (amsng thosearrested we:a 
Calvin SrnRh, Wal ter Cray, Jorge Ra¬ 
mos, Albert Correy, John Cetveroand 
Dawn Martin), arrested in New Haven 
by just a hand-fult of detectives* They 
ware charged with pass es s ion of co¬ 
caïne* Police Chief Biagio Di Lieto 
held a press conference saying Chat the 
cocaine selzed was pure, uncut cocaïne, 
worth in excess of a half-mülion 
dollars, and that this was the largest 
seïzure of cocaine in thehistóry of New 
England. 

All of the arrests, except for one, 
ware made by oneparticular detective* 
Billy White and hls partner, Kalph 
Di Nello. The one exception was made 
by Anürew Consiglio and Clarence 
Willoby. All of the detectives are white, 
W'.ch the excepiiqn of WtUoby, Most of 
the people arrested were Black; but not 
all* All of these people were held tn 
lieu of $50,000*00 bond cach; and that 
hond was set at the request of the Police 
Department, which claimed they were 
all "big*' seHers* A short time af ter- 
wards, tests were conducted in the 
state laboratory in Hartford {Con- 
necricut) disclosing that all of this ma¬ 
te ciat was, in fact, quinine, and, the 
total value of this material was about 
500 , 

Soon afterwards, all of these people 
had the charges against them dis- 
missed, after they all had spem in 
excess of one week in the WhaJIey 
Avenue Jail (one of the worst jails in 
America), 

Investigations, begun as a result of 
ihose arrests, have disclosed what 
mest of ijs knew all along, that there 
are a group of detectives in New 
Haven, four of them specifïcally, who 
for almost two years have been in¬ 
vol ved in acts of gross brutality; 

planting J ' drugs ** on people, and so 
forrh, These four detectives (all of 
whom are white) ar; Dennls Ryan, 
Franels Cacioli, Andrew Consigltoand 
Billy Wntte. Up iintll June of thisyear, 
Cacioli and Kyan were working in the 
Gambling and Narcotics Squad, and had 
been si nee January 1969* Consigliohad 
been tn the IntelligenceDi Vision (which 
had been assigned to irwestigate the

of soms perjured testimoay the three 
cops, Ryan, Cacioli and White, gave in 
a case in the Superior Court in May, 
Ryan and Cacioli were transferred to 
the Intelligence Division, and White was 
transferred to the Gambling and Nar¬ 
cotica Squad, whileConstglioremained 


in the Intelligence Diviaion, Whlte'a 
transfer was particularly feit to de- 
flnitely be a demotion; but in all cases, 
they ware considered being bustedasa 
resulf of somc obvious misconduct* 
Now, the story that was eventually 
uncovered, as a result of the investi- 
gation of these cocaine cases: 

In the faU 011969, a young nnantiaarïed 
Edward Dennison (who lives at 147 
Liberty Street in New Haven) was ar- 
resced on trumped-up charges in- 
volving some sorc of purae snatching* 
Edward Dennison at that time was a 
student at GramblLug College (Louisi- 
ana) and wa^ home for the summer* 
Ho was arrested and released on a 
relatively low bond* As a result of that 
arrest, it was impossible for him to 
return to college, because he had to 
go back and forth to court* His bro¬ 
ther Fred. t *began hanging out with 
Eddie; and before they knew ic, they 
wore arrested on other charges, also 
involving alleged purse snatches. 
These two brothers were also alleged 
to be invülved with heroin, This was 
right around the time that Cacioli and 
Ryan got them to Work as ïriformers, 
by threatenïng Them with addLtional ar- 
rests if they didn’t cooperate, pro- 
misïng them probation, low honds if 
they did cooperate. in addïtion to that, 
by givlng them money (the going rate 
was $50,00 for every arrest and $250*00 
for every conviction), they did in fact 
become informers* 

In May, 1971, Cacioli and Ryan (whe 
at this time had beconie greedy^ very 
eager for the approval of the higher- 
ups) approached the Dt*n nisons and 
others fwhose names haven'i been dis-

Mrs, Larcell James has been a re¬ 
sident of the Compton- Wtllowbrook 
commvuiity (in Southern Califomia) for 
the past ten years. She is a mother 
of nine and is very much toued by alt 
the chitdren of the community. Her 
house (at 13107-1/2 Vesta Avenue) is 
constantly utilized as a meeting place 
by the younger chitdren, and she oc- 
casionally gives parites for the older 
youth. 


Because of the apparent unity and 
good feelings surromding the house- 
hold t Mrs . James and her famiiy have 
been the subject of intense law en- 
forcement harassment for averayear. 
The Los Angelos County Sheriffs De¬ 
partment (headed by Peter Pitchess}, 
under the guise of trying to stop dope 
traffic, has threatened, harassed t and 
intimidated Mrs. James to the point 
where she has had to file tawsuits 
against the police for brutality. She 
had to do something to attempt to stop 
thi$ reign of terror upon her very 
home. 



On Saturday, November 27, 1971, at 
about 3:30 a.m.. Los Angeles Police 
committed their most blatant act of 
brutality against Mrs, James* famiiy to 
date, Earlier that evening, as is the 
general custom in their house t tkere 
was a party. As early as 10:30 p.m. t 
sheriffs we re riding thraugh the com- 
munity, waming neighbors to stay in 
their homes because there was going 
to be a " shoot-out *\ The James 1 party 
ended around 2:30 a.m, By that time * 
everyone was gone except the famiiy 
and friend of the famiiy, Charles 
MacWaters. 


Mrs. James' son t RichardLawrence, 
a Vietnam war ueteran and the winner 
of a Bronze Star and other decora- 
tions, and Charles Mac Waters were 
leaving the house on their to on 
after-kours club. As they were bnckfng 
out of the driveway, they saw sheriffs 1 
cars creeping doum the Street, with 
their lightsout. Because of the sheriffs' 
past practices, the brothers attempted 
to drive back into the driveway and re¬ 
enter the house * The fascists followed 
them, even into their oiw driveway, 
finally ordering them to get out of the 
car m

With all the commotion, Mrs. James 
iooked outside * She satv, with her ovm 
eyes, ftow these pigs were staggering 
apparently drunh . When the brothers 
got out of the car, one pig immedi- 
ately began putting a ckoke-hold on 
her $on> Ricky. When Ricky tried to 
break free of the pigs r hold on kimt 

the pig drew his weapon and shoi 
the brother in the stomach . 



Ricky's brother Reginald t hearing 
the gun shot, rusked outside to his 
wounded brother. As soon as he stepped 
out of his house } he and Charles Mac- 
Wate rs we re imm edia te ly arrested f for 
4t interfering with an arrest ”, Ricky, 
afier a long delay, «jas taken lo St. 
Frances Hospital, and, soon afier, to 
the jail ward of the County General 
Hospital. Aithougk he had to under go 
surgery t he is reported in satisfactory 
condüion , 


His mother, Mrs. James, has yet to 
even be allowed io see her son t since 
he was taken into custody. And, as is 
customary, the victim of en attempted 
murder by a 11 law enforcement” a- 
gent has been ehatged with assault on 
a peace officer.

In Jtme of this year, the Clinic im- 
plemented Pree Speech and Hearinge- 
valuations. The speech and hearing 
of over 150 peopie, both in the com- 
munity and at the Clinic, have been 
tested, every other Sarurday, Any one 
found to have a problem is referred 
to the appropriaie medical facility and 
specialiste, to alleviate the problem, 
The Clinic also pays for this treat- 
ment, when peopie are unable, 

Another program operating from die 
Clintc is thexourse'in preparedchild- 
birth, This course, which is taught to 
expectam couples, trains both the 
mother and father in breathing and 
delivery laxation techniques, tobeused 
in labor and delivery of the baby, 
This eliminates the need for poison- 
ous anesthesias or pain killers. As 
couples who have. had their babies thjs 

way can testify, child-birdi is a

thrilling experience for both the mo¬ 
ther and father, rather than the 
c ham her of horrors usually shown on 
T.V. The father of the baby is with 
the mother throughout labor and de¬ 
livery and Is trained to actively par- 
ticipate and help the mother. Everyone 
who has been through the course at the 
Clinic, includtng Black Panther Party 
memberè, have had their babi es with 
a minimum of discomfort and maxi¬ 
mum of joy. It is also medically aafer, 
because complications caused by anes- 
theeia (such as, sleepy babiea who won^ 
breaihe) and anesthesie accldents are 
avoided. 

Ou Mondays, Tuesdays* Thuradaye 
and Fridaya, medical teams conduct 
simple urine tests, in the home* Blood 
presaures, temperamres and pulse 
rates are takan* and peopie are asked 
about their medical problems, Iliey are 
then urged, when neceesary, tocometo 
the Clinic to get their medical pro- 
blems Mly checked out and treatecL 
Since late October, this program has 
administered this type of care to over 
100 peopie. 

General medio in e is conducted at the 
Clinic on W^dnesdays, from 5:00 to 
10:00 pm, and on Saturdays from 12:00 
noon to 6:00 pm. On hand are lieensed 
doctors, doctors working in assisiance 
to them, medical techtifciatis and lay 
peopie to discuss any other problems* 
such as clothtng, food, housing etc. 

Sin ceiSeptember, the Mark Clark Peo¬ 
ple's Free Medical Clinic has aeen 
over 200 peopie. Immunization shots 
are adminlatered and referral service 3 
are available for any medical sirua- 
tion for which the Clinic is nor 
equipped to handie p Shortly, after the 
Cllnic is in fuHeroperatioo, even more 
services wiH be available: A free 
dental cllnic, eye clinic, ear-nose-and 
-chroat clinic, a cancet and T.B* 
cllnic and free chest X-rays.

clused, but wUl be disclosed !n due 
course), telling them that they wantecl 
them (the Denni sons) ro set up a robbcry 
so that they (thepolicemen)could solve 
some exciting, dramatic crime, in ad- 
didon to getting some people who they 
wanted,„They started out by talking 
about, possibly, a bank job. 

What eventually came to pass was 
that the actuaJ incident would be the 
hold-up of the Cumberland Farms 
Grocery on Howard Avenue and Lam- 
bercon Street in New Haven. They (pigs) 
gave them a gun with which co commit 
the crime, and they (the Dennlsons) 
were told they should ïnvolve acertain 
party whorn they (the pigs) were alter. 
Appareiitly, the Dennisons we re to put 
the gun on this party because they 
(Cacioli and Ryan) wantedto shoothim, 

Oa the 9th of May, at about 4:30p.m,, 
Ryan, Cacioli and possibly Cönsiglio, 
were parked outside of che grocery 
store, in an unmarked car.., 

T.is three feJlows went into the 
store, stucic them up. Bat the Denni¬ 
sons, reaiizing that che cops were goïng 
to kil! their friend, didn't put che gun 
on him. One of the Dennisons actually 
stood between his friend and the cops 
(who made a dramatic appearance on 
the scene with tlieïr guns drawn). The 
cops made a dramatic arrest; received 
a commendation from the Chief, The 
cops rook the Dennisons to the police 
station and provided them with the 
pay-off and arranged for them to be 
reJeased on low honds, whüe their 
friend was held on a h ; gh bond. He 
(the friend) rsmained in jail for a 
number of months, before the charges 
against him were eventuallydismissed. 
He had no idea wlmt was going on 
when these policemen surrounded and 
arrested him, 

Still Ryan and Cacioli were not 
satlsfied, There was an incident, later 
on in the spring, where Cacioli and 
Consiglio actually beat up the Denni¬ 
sons because they weren't providing 
enough Information. At this point Billy 
White enters the picture, after he was 
transferred from all of the fancy cases 
Into Gambling and Marcodcs. He im- 
mediately began using these two as his 
informers; and, unlike Cacioli and 
Ryan, who provided money pay-off s, 
White provided the Dennisons with pay- 
offs in the form of narcotica, making 
their drug habits even worse than they 
were, 

During the months of Juty and Au¬ 
gust, Blliy White made more arrests 
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than any other Gambiing and Narcotics 
detective, Evidence of this is a typien! 
day iii 6th Circuit Court wou lel see at 
least half a dozen people being ar- 
raigned for pnssession of heroin and 
possession of heroin with intent to 
sell; all accountabJe to the Deunison 
brothers. Time af ter time, Lawyers 
wodïd see The same pattern in which 
the clients would coma into the office 
saying, "t was just standing around 
these two brothers and suddenly Billy 
White swooped down/' The Dennisons 
would walk away and Billy White would 
produce these drugs, Tliere is a rumor 
that al! of these arrests invol ve 
quinine, instead of the drugs they were 
saïd to be, (We have not been able to 
substantiate this as of yet, because in 
not om of these cases h is the state

submitted these drugs to a roxi- 
cologtcaJ - the Science of poisons - 
examination. The court has ordered 
these drugs to beexamined in a number 
of cases, Evenrually, examinarions will 
have to be ordered in all of these cases 
and the charges dismissed against the 
people,) In any event, a majority of 
these cases were a result of plants, 
and all of this led up to the climax 
in the cocaïne busts. Upuntil that time, 
none of these detectives had made 
many arrests.,. 

We have flled in Federal Court (in¬ 
vol ving the cocaïne case) three suits, 
under rhe Federal Civil Rights Act, 
for damages in the amount of 
$500,0(X),00 each.„More suics will be 
filed and an investigation has been 
conducted by the F olie e thema olves( for t 
whatevér chat's worth); and it ia being 


conducted secretly, The report is satd 
to be three inches thick and bas not 
been diseiosed to the public. A case 
I had in Superior Court, about two weeks- 
ago, I subpoenaed that report; but the 

judge ordcrcd that the report be sealed 
(ao that it ia still secret), ït is in the 
hands of the New Haven Board of Po- 
Hce Cctnmissioners, who refuses to 
arniounce whether they will be ha ving 
hearings about this report. Most peo- 
ple balieve that the hearings will be 
held in secret, 

Tliese cops continue to work, con¬ 
tinue to patrol the streets. Even though 
they aren't making arrests, they still 
pose a dangerqus threat to the Citizens 
of this commufiity. 

i mentioned a fourtfi suit. This 
deals with the other aspect of the case, 
wliich doesn't involve Detective White 
so much {as he has not particnlarly 
been involved ïn acts of gross bru- 
tality), This more concerns Ryan, Con¬ 
siglio and Caciolf, who, in addition 
to their planting aetivities, have baan 
involved in acts of vïcious brutaiity, 
invariably enacted against the Black 
people of this city. They are without 
a doubt the most virulent racists on the 
police force of the city of New Haven... 

Weldon J 'Face 1 ' Clemons.,. that is the 
fourth suit filed in federal court* This 
is a typical case of the way these 
pamcular cops behave, Whathappened 
to Mr. Clemons is this: He is a drug 
addict, t ,During the first weck of Jan- 
uary 1971, Ryan and Cacioli went to 
his (Clemons') apartmcntlateonenight 
(on Aöylum Street in New Haven)with¬ 
out a search warrant. They conducted 
a search of the apartment. WhUe they 
were searching the apartment, they 
found some drugs and a gun* (Mr. 
Clemons subleases an apartment that 
is leased to Mr, and Mrs* Daniels.) 
The cops went to this apartment with 
two blue coats and broke the door 
down. These things belonged to Mr. 
Clemons and they seized them. Of 
course, this search was obviousiy ü- 
legal; the seizure was obviousiy ü- 
legal, lt was so illegal that ultima- 
teiy the state did not even puzsue any 
charges based upon what happened in 
the apartment. Ho we ver, die cops 
stayed diere a long time* 

Mrs, Daniels was alone intheaparc- 
ment. She is a young lady who had just 
given birch to a baby that is still in 
tbe hospital. She, of course, was 
deathly afraid, In due course, herhus- 
band came home, and they told her hus- 
band if he did not find Weldon de¬ 
mons and turn him over to them, they 
were going to arrest his wife, and 
charge her with possession of these 
drugs* 

So, Mr, Daniels did go out, went 
from place to place and eventually went

vas there* He went co a telephone in 
he back of the restaurant* When they 
xrrived at the restaurant, they walked 
,p to Mr* Clemons; they tapped him 
n the shoulder, and said they wanted 
O talk to him, He said, just a min- 
ice* {He was sitting at the counter 

aving a cup of coffee, t&lking to some 
riends.) He said, just a minute. The 
onversation went back and forth until 
uch time that they grabbed him and 
>egan hearing him with black jacks; 
hrew him to the ground, They really 
lid a job; it was a brutai beatlng. 
There were phocographs taken at the 
ime that show the extent of this bru- 
aUty* They arrested him. 

Subsequenily, they testifiedchat what 
iad actually happened was that they had 
pne to his apartment and had only 
ound a small quantity of drugs there 
mó. no gun; that they had received in- 
ormation from an un-named informant 
who they said was not Mr. Daniels)* 
laying that Mr, Clemons was at Acky's 
eatauram, The minute they stepped 
fiside the door, Mr* Clemons spotted 
hem, jumped upfromhis seat, reached 
nto his coat pocket with his righthand, 
hrew 30 bags of heroin to the floor 
* ji front of them. At the same time, 
he supposeöly) reached into hts left 
land coat pocket and pulled a pistol 
ind pointed it at them, at which time 
■- t was necessary for them to use what 
hey described as "reasonable force' 1 

:o subdue him* 

Then, they said that they thereafter 
searched him and that they found in 
chat very same coat pocker*,*another 
T40 bags of heroin; Now, * this is ar: 
^bviousiy ridïculous story, hut they 


stuck to it* Ml Clemuus filed suii 
against them in federal court, alleging 

that they had violated his rights, both 
in conducting an illegal search of his 
property and atso In connection with 
that brutai* brutai hearing,** 

in any event, after atl this business 
with the quinine and the cocaïne andso 
on was exposed publicly; after the 
pressure became so intense on the New 
Haven Police Department that they 
were forced to conduci an investiga- 
tion themselves; after it was known to 
the state 1 s attorney's office that these 
men were liars and brutai, brutai men 
to the extent that one of the men in 
the State’s Attomey’s office described 
them as bums; (after all this) Amold 
Markle ( Connectie ut State Attorney who 
attempted to falsely convict Ghairman 
Bobby Seale and Comrade ErickaHug- 
gins of the Black Panther Party) made 
the decision that Weldon Ciemons woulc 
never-the-less be prosecuted and 
would be put on trial for these 
charges* (Markle) made the decision 
that his office would pur these de¬ 
tectives on the stand and vouch for their 
truthfulness; and they did so* When 
that case was tried, it lasted for about 
a month* In fact, it consumed the an¬ 
ti re month of October of this year* 
During the course of that trial Mr. 
Clemons admitted he had sorne drugs 
on him* a small quantity of drugs on 
him that ntght at the restaurant {which 
he used for his own habit), and denied 
all the rest* 

Th9 police, as Vve said before, 
all of whom are white, were put on the 
stand. They all told the same story* 
which is the one I have just related 
to you. We put on all of the peopie 
,y*frn were in the restaurant that nighc, 
all of whom are Black* We had an all 


white jury. I expected the worst; and, 
in facr* in summation* I pointed out to 
the jury that they were all ratieis 
and it would be Impossible for them 
co gLve us a fair trial. Strangely enougji 
the extent of the lies that these police 
officers were telling was so obvious* 
that the jury acqultted Mr, Clemons of 
every charge except possession of 
heroin (which as ï say he admitted)* 
Now we have a aituation in which a 
jury of 12 white, suburban, middle- 
class peopie has actually found chat 
these cops were lylng* that they com- 
mitted perjury* that they beat this man 
up, diat they planted things on him* 
so on and so forth,,,so that’s where 
we stand ac this point. Other suits 
are going to be ff led in the near future. 

QUESTICN; There are quite a few 
peopie In the state prison at this point 
now, who have been arrested on these 
drug possession charges, drug sales 
charges* The supposed drugs they had 
on their persons at the time w^re sent, 
were supposedly sent, to a toxicology 
laboratory and were supposed to have 
come back positive (or containingpure 
heroin or pure cocainc, or whatever)* 
The question we would like to ask is 
v?hether or not a toxicology lab could 
dstermine that the siibsrance being 
tested is in fact, pure cocaine, or 
pure heroin, or whatever? 

ANSWRK: No. Trtat !5 a different test. 
Wh at has been tulked about is the [leid 
tesc, the so-called field test* which is 
used by the New Haven Police Depart^ 
ment* The State toxicologist, Dr*Stoll- 
man, said that testis ahsolutely worth- 
less. On the basis of that test peopie 
have been arrested; peopie have been 
held in lieu of high b^nds; peopie have 
had their cases bound over to the Su¬ 
perior Court; peopie have been forced 
to plead guilty, becauseitwas assumed 
they had m hope of winning their cases 
at trial; so on and so forth* There 
are a lot of peopie who are in jail 
as a result of chose field tests, which 
now we have been told are complecely 
worthless. And yet, we have had cops 
coming into court for a long time* 
testifying that these are very good tests 
and that they are very reliable,„The 
truth is that the field tests willusuaily 
test positive for coffee, ïtwill register 
positive for any alkaline or alkaloid* 
or whatever* 1 am not sure becauae 
Tm not a chemist; but, t do know that, 
for exampie* that coffee wil 1 show posi¬ 
tive. A lot of peopie are in jail behind 
that kind of stuff* It*s a bad scene. 

QUESTION; The ultimate aim of the 
suits, then, would be to overturn all 
these prior convtcHons? 

ANSWER: It should be* Of course* 
foiowing the judicial system as we do* 
ï think that would be unrealisiically 
optimistic, to expect chaf i t would ever

I have 
a Vision of thousands of unemployed 
tuming out in the streets of Qakland 
and San'Francisco, armed withnothing 
but brooms and paper bags, say, on each 
first Wednesday of the month, to start. 
I see them cleaning the sidewalks and 
the streets and the parks - young 
people who want jobs; women who would 
rather work than accept the lousy 
pittance of welfare, if they could get 
decent Jobs and chlid care; men who 
demand theïr right to work and so to 
full manhood; the old, who are forced 
into penurious inactivity. 


Another possibility I ask youtothink 
about, and explore, is the possibility 
of a demand o the end of legalized 
murder, Legalized rnurder is nor only 
the death penalty, but the practice of 
arm Ing police and militia with lethal 
weapons, it is only in the Western 
Hemisphere, 1 believe, or at least pri- 
marily here, that the police and internal 
security personnel are armed with 
lethal weapons. 1 needn r t convinceyou, 
1 kmw, that this is wrong, but l wond er 
if, to begin a campaign against it 
would not be a vafuab'e educational 
progra n.

Yet, the radical press is apparently 
incapable of giving its readers the 
benefit of the doubt, Their news re- 
porting is always mixed with bombas- 
tic editorializing* Their cixculation* an 
editor once conceded to me, is small, 
and much of that is to the FBI. 


In regard ra the first, l have the 
least crfticism. These statements are 
fine, and for the most part, cannot be 
obtained eLsewhere. Your statements, 
Brother Huey, are a running record of 
your srrtïggle and growth and develop- 
ment, and of the Party's, They are 
funest. Many are speeches, You speak 
so well that though speeches are more 
repetitious than written articles, they 
hold the interest, and develp Logi- 
cally and convincingly, 

1 commend the Fanther's published 
statements of Bobby Seale, of George 
Jackson, of Ruchell Magee, of many 
others, both at home and abroad. 

I question the iavish use of photo- 
graphs of you, Huey. I think this is 
an imitation of other socialist cuun- 
iries, and to initate success elsewhere 
is always a threat co success at home* 
Yöj are the founder and Minister of 
Defense, and you are the symbol of hope 
for large segments of the Black Gom- 
munity, Your photographls appropriate 
as the Masterhead of the Pamber, and 
there is good reaspn for including a 
portrait in each issue, 

Repetitious use of portraitshasdan- 
gers, especially in this country, I 
think, For one tliing, the broadmasses 


associate their use with two disparate 
phenomena, One ie the successfully 
achieved revoJution - where thegrate- 
ful people elevate the successful leader 
to the position of most beloved object* 
The other situation is the military 
dictatorship, where the image of the 
dictator is imposed on the masses. 
Exaniple: Taiwan. 

In the United States of America, 
even the dictators (Nixon , Reagan) are 
chary of the use of portraits, whieb 
are static piemres, but resort to news 
photos - action photos - to keep their 
image before the public, because as 
people we are conditioned by movies, 
t,v, and the commericai press, which 
gives us a taste for action, for story- 
telling in our pictures, 

So when l count four portraits of you, 
Huey, in addition to the masthead, in 
the edition of Auginc 2, it raises Ehe 
question:Are your admirers ineuladng 
you from your commumty? Tliere are 
many fine young Black photographers 
in the community now - and diere is 
much that should be presented pic- 
torially, 

F lease don't gec me wrong, I like 
your portraits* You are handsome and 
photogenic, and I always get a lift when 
I go into a friend's house and see a 
Jarge poster of you on the wal! - but 
Fm talking about building the paper* 

So mueb for my crtücism of the 
published statements in the Pant.ier* 


From its beginning, your paper co- 
pied the seyle of the radical press - 
each news story- was related with rage 
and indignation, 

Yet ir worked for you, 1 think your 
readers,with400 years of pent-up rage 
and indignation, welcomed reading ihe 
expression of their feelings, 

It was a fine catharsis. It served a 
useful purpose. Perhaps ït srili does, 
and if so, chat's it, Only the community 
at iarge can answer that question* 

But - a word of eaution. Even if lc 
still does, it will not always do so, It 
has two inherent dangers, One is that 
repetition los es its effectiveness, its 
force, l do not question the truthofany 
of the stories, and 1 know that each 
one does truly reflecc the injustice that 
the reporter shouts against, But the 
facts do that.

the People's Community Center in 
Fasadena (California), which was also 
a newspaper distribution center and 
site for a Free Breakfast for Chli- 
dren program, was literally wei afire 
by the Pasadena Potice Department 
(Los Angeïes Folice Department sub- 
sidiary). The polïce, after setting the 
fire, parked in the yard, and sat and 
wacched the second floor of the Cen¬ 
ter burn down before any firemen 
were told to begin their work of ex- 
tinguishing the ft re, or chopping down 
what was left, 

- The next nighc, Sunday, November 
28th, in Los Angeles* atapproximately 
11:45 p.m., these agents and enforcers 
of law and order (speeificaliy 
the L,A,P,D,) fired abont 9 shots 
into a ChildrerTs Day Care Center of 
the Southern California Chapter, The 
Day Care Center houses the pre- 
school ehildren of Party memters and 
community wurkers, who parrïcipate 
and work in the Survival Programs, 
Fortunately, none of the babies were 
injured. And, although the Center is 
located in the midsr of a housing pro¬ 
ject, none of the neïghbors was in- 
jured by stray bullets* Bullet holes 
^were föund in the downstairs wlndow, 
tbe door, and upstairs, where lt was 
well-known that the smal] occupants 
of house slept, In fact, it is com- 
émon knowledge that this particular 
facility is used omly as a day care 
center for babies and small ehildren, 

c- abc je 1:30 a*m. that next mom- 
ing (November 29rh), at least 15 shots 
from a ,380 automatic pistol (of the 
.type, now used by the L.A.P.D,) were

to the hungry ehildren who came to 
enjoy a frm hot breakfasU 


fired into the Chapter'sCommimity In¬ 
formation Center in Compton, Cali- 
fornia. Again, no one was injured, de- 
spite the fact that siugs and casings 
were found throughout the Center, in 
doors, the refrigerator, chairs, and 
waJIs. Just seconds prior co the 


shooting, a red van was seen ereep- 
ing slowly down Scockwell Avenue, the 
Street on which the Csnter is located, 
After the driver and passenger of the 
van conferred with L,A . County sheriffs 
(who w^re stationed on the corner of 
Stockwell), the van passed by the front 
of the Center, The two white racists 
inside the van began rapidly firing 
into the Center. 

However, this latest attempt to ln- 

timidate and ki 11 was also in valn, 
No one was injured nor did any Sur¬ 
vival Programs cease to function, The 
next morning at 7:00 a.m., the duors 
were opened to welcome the ehildren to 
the daily, free hot breakfast programs. 

Ln spite of the vicioua harassment 
and rmirderous plans and practices of 
the Los Angeles Police Department, 
the Southern California Chapter of the 
Black Panther Party cannot be de- 
stroyed. For the strength of the 
Chapter, as of the entire Party, lies 
not in the numbers of the Party mom¬ 
bers, hut with the Peoplcj and chePeo- 
ple are moving steadily toward rotal 
liheration*

The ouc-right murder of Mark Allen 
was followed by a series of events

the entire eommunity's survival was at 
stake. 


Mark had been a 7th grade student 
at the Clifton Middle High School, and, 
in his me mory, school was cancellsd by 
hts fellow students, Mark’s school¬ 
maten and friends went out into the 
community and collected over $400*00 
in donations to help the family with 
burial cxpenses» In behalf of the family 
and the Black community in Monrovia- 
Duarte, the local branch of theNAACF 
filed a resoiutïon with the Los Angel es 
County Grand Jury to seek both a 
county and federal Grand Juryinvesti- 
gation. 

Hüwever, the encire communlcy 
joined rogether in more firm state¬ 
ments. Within a week, more than 21 
locacions throughout these littie racist 


stiburbs were flre-bombed. Molotov 
cocktails are attributed as the eauses 
of 90% of the firea, 

After lying about Brother Mark*s 
death, Monrovia Pig Chief Ray EUls 
had nerve enough co then say that 
thls sudden rise in "unexplained" 
fires had nothing to do with Mark's 
murder. lf pig Chief Ellis actually 
believes that, then we may logically 
assume that he will believe that thé- 
total transformation ofchis society into 
the full contrei of all the People wüi 
have had nothing to do with several 
hundred years of Mark Allens.
